press which vividly show communist efforts to disrupt the HCUA hearings.

Axelrod was home sick with the flu and 
Price talked to him on the telephone after the Judge said his health would not 
permit? visitors. 




{^elrod denied stating that the Director admitted something 
additional* Should have been included in’ the ^Bureau’s pamphlet about the 


Sab' Francisco riot and claimed.ihat.he had be^er^^nisquoted. Price pinned him 
cfcxwn antbdemanded to know what actiori 'he intended to take in the form of^a 
j^iblic -retraction. Axelrod got flustered and tried to double-talk his way out 
E<t of then's ltuation, saying that he saw no reason to create further controversy. 



Price went oyer the entire newspaper article IWjjit by point- with 
Axelrod. The Judge admitted he had stated that th e filrry ^Operation Abolition” 
should be junked as out of context. He admitted that fienad stated that the 
San Francisco demonstrations had ’attained national prominence .because of 
the FBI report about them. He further admitted that he had stated that the 
FBI pamphlet had used only a portion of his decision. Despite these admissions, 
he emphatically denied that he had said the Director ’’later admitted” additional

Price asked the. Judge if he had been quoted correctly as having 
told the Phoenix Chamber of Commerce that he. was convinced the demonstrators 
were not engaged in subversive activities or in spreading subversive propaganda. 

! Axelrod claimed he was not certain of exactly what he had said but that, if he 
had made such a statement*, he was talking about the students and not the 
communist rioters. Price referred him to the article in which the Judge was 

I jquoted last year as saying he very definitely agreed with the Director that the 
ICity Hail riots and mob demonstrations had been instigated by compiunist 
lelements. Axelrod replied that he still agreed with this statement. 


Price then told Axelrod bluntly that through his statements in 

I Phoenix he had acted in a. very inconsistent manner and that for someone who 
wanted to avoid controversy such inconsistency was strange. Axelrod repeated 
several times that all he wanted to do was to forget the whole matter and that 
he felt enough had been said about it already. 

From the foregoing, it seems pretty obvious Axelrod said some 
| things in Phoenix he now regrets. We have his denial that he ever made the 
statement about the Director and his claim that he was misquoted. To. nail 
| this down for the record, there is enclosed a. letter to Axelrod referring to 
| his denial and his claim that he was misquoted and letting him know clearly 
1 what the Director's position is on the matter.

It outlined the agitational tactics used by communists during the May, 1960, 
hearings to build the emotional pitch of the demonstrations to an explosive point — 
the point at which an effort was made to supplant the rule of law with mob action. 
These facts speak for themselves. Despite confusing and contradictory statements 
which have been made about the affair, the truth is that a riot occurred and lawful 
authority was flouted. 


In view of the subsequent additional publicity in this matter, a 
responsible eyewitness to the riot wrote to me and in part summarized:
